The TJniontown Councilmen object 


strenuously to the placing o£ derailing 
switches within the borough limits by 
the PJttsburg, McKeesport & Con- 
nellsville Railway Company, and to 
hack up tfceir objections they have se- 
cured an injunetidn. The work on the 
switches in the boroagh has been 
stopped, and it' the CouncHmcn suc- 
ceed in their efforts this precaution 
against collisions with railroad trains 
will not be taken in TJniontown. 


The derailing switch has in several 


instances proven a deadly precaution, 
but, on the whole, experience has 
shown that it is a good one, never- 
theless. Before any derailing switches 
were put down by the .PJttsburg, Mc- 
Keesport & ConnellsviUe 
company, 


the conductors were given explicit in- 
structions to stop their cars at rail- 
road crossings and run ahead to see 
if any trains were approaching before 
they cross the tracks. Some conduc- 
tors, however, on a busy day naturally 
became careless and allowed chances 
for collisions to appear. 


With the derailing switch the con- 


ductors are compelled to run ahead 
and turn the lever before their cars 
can cross a railroad. Thus a collision 
with a railroad train is 
impossible. 


Almost every day the news of a dis- 
astrous collision, between, a trolley 
car and railroad train is flashed 
across the country. 


Motormen. always slow down when 


they approach derailing switches. The 
results of a slow-moving car loading 
the track are certainly to ho teaicd 
less than a collision with a railroad 
train. The contention of the Union- 
town Comacilmen that the derailing 
switch places pedestrians in the bor- 
ough to too great danger of being 
struck by a derailed ear does not ap- 
pear to be well founded.

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY'S REPORT. 


Shows Some Interesting Statements 


Concerning the 
Amount 
of 
Gas, 


Amonia and Tar Recovered Annual- 
ly—Massachusetts Leads. 


Since 1903, when the first plant of 


by-product coke ovens in the United 
States was co^ip'eted at Syracuse, 
N. Y., the quantity oj coke produced 
In such ovens has increased so rapidly 
that in 1903, 7.4 per cent, of the total 
coke product of the United States was 
thus manufactured. 
The successful 


development of this industry has been 
largely due to the profitable disposi- 
tion made by the by-products obtained 
In the manufacturing process. 
A de- 


mand has arisen not only for infor- 
mation as to the total quantity and 
value ot coke produced, but also as to 
the quantity and value of the gas, tar. 
and ammonia produced at gas houses 
and at lay-product recovery coking 
plants. In making its annual canvass 
of the coal mining and coke making 
industries for the last two years, the 
United States Geological Survey has 
therefore extended its inquiries to 
cover all plants producing gas and 
coke from coal with the recovery of 
the tar and ammonia.

The average price per 1,000 cubic 
feet for all gas sold in 1903 was 97 
cents. Prices for artificial gas are low 
in those States which have coal and 
natural gas among their 
resources. 


Such States are Illinois, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, Ohio, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, and also Massachusetts, where 
a large portion of the coal gas made 
is a by-product from coke making in 
retort ovens.

which 1,SS2,394 short tons were ob- 
tained from by-product coke ovens, and 
2,05S,SSS short tons «;ver3 the product 
3f gas houses. 


Many coke companies are engaged 


JLISO in the electric light business, and 
»ke (produced at the gas "works, as 
well as a considerable amount of tar, 
Is used for firing in the electric light 
plants. Other coal gas producers are 
also producers of water gas, and the 
coke from the coal benches is used for j 
firing the water gas plant. Some coke 
is also used in the carbonization of 
coal at some of the gas works. It will 
be noted, therefore, that not all of the 
coke produced at gas works in die 
United States is sold, a considerab'e 
quantity of it being consumed at the 
•works where it is produced. 


The total quantity of coal tar pro- 


ducea In 1903 was 02,364,393 gallons, 
valued at $2,199,009, or 3.4D cents a 
gallon. The largest production of tar 
in both 1902 and 1903 \\as in Massa- 
chusetts, with New York second, Ohio 
third, Pennsylvania fourth, and Ala-' 
bama flfth. 


Only about 20 per cent, of the com- 


panies that manufacture coke and gas 
repoited the recovery of ammonia 
either in the form' of ammoniacal 
liquor or sulphate. The total quan- 
tity of ammonia liquor piotlucod and 
SOKT- was 
G4,39G,GG2 gallons, which 


would be equivalent to 17,479,759 
pounds of anhydrous ammonia, or 
07,821,465 pounds of sulphate. 
The 


total quantity of sulphate ofamonia 
produced and sold in 3903 was 11,925,- 
752 pounds. The total production in 
1903, reduced to its equivalent ia sul- 
phate, was 79.747,317 pounds. 


Comparatively little progress has 


been made in this country in the man- 
ufacture of chemical products from 
coal tar. Although we produce over 
50,000,000 gallons o£ coal tar annually, 
we import at the same time millions 
of dollars' worth of chemicals obtained 
from coal tar. 
A conservative esti- 


mate would place the total value of 
these products in the "wholesale mar- 
kets of this country at $12,000,000.
